They sorstimes condduned them as sonething behind wh= 
ich tha people were inclined to hide, when their real 
noed was for a sense of justice, mercy, the love of 
truth, and an Wumble walk with God, The Prophots were 
the Spiritual Gients of the Old Testament times. 


Douteronony 34310 speake of Moses in the following 
nenner, "There has not arisen a Prophet since in Isra~ 
el like unto Moses, whom the Lord knew face to face," 
Aithough wo think of Moses as primarily a Lawgiver, 
you his office was Prophetic. He spoko forth tho tru- 
th of @od, which is the first responsibility of the

Samuel is the next of the Old Testament Brophets. 
In him was combined the offices of Prophet and éf 


Priest. He succeeded Eli es Priest in the Temple 

at Shiloh. This wes during the later part of the 
period of the Judges. Israel was settling the Pro- 
missd@ land she had conquered under the leadership 

of Joshua. Israsl was being welded into a Nation 
later to be ‘known as the Kingdom of Israel, Samuel 
anointed Saul tho first King over Isracl.

Dear Mr. Jackman;s- 


On August 16, when we returned from our vacation we found one 


of your telegrams here, and notice of the other which was related by phone, Sorry, 


that this commmication did not reach us, but we had as a sort of precaution sneaked 
away, in order to have some undisturbed vacation. We sent you a nightletter on 
August 16, saying that we now thought Barrow inadvisable, but would be glad to talk 
to Klerekooper whom we expected Saturday August 18 pem. We were home all, afternoog, 
put Klerekooper did not come. We assume that either you were not able to reach him 
or decided that no further negotiations are necessary. 


Today I want to clarify our position which you may have understood 
after the discussion we had recently, on June 22. We told you then that we did 
not expect Japan to open before 1950. This has radically changed, and I think 
that immediate openings may be available. Furthermore, both of us have dome ex= 
tensive reading on Alaska and had come to the conclusion that for the gake of our 
boys whor. would go through the adolescent period during the proposed five years, 
it would be unwise to take them with us, while on the other hand the salary pro— 
vided by the Board would make it impossible to educate them in the States. I found 
out that a good Boarding School asked $ 1000.00 annually for each boy and called 
that moderate, All this, and especially the almost miraculous surrender of Japan 
secms to us a clear indication of divine guidance that we should abandon the Barrow 
proposition. We expect you to concur in this decision. 


Mrs. Hessel and I kmow that this is somewhat disappointing to you 
since we kmow from irs. Frantz that you had made inguiries about us which wade Dr. 
Frantz think that an appointment for Barrow might be feasible. On the other hana, 
since we told you that we were strong predestinarians, this development should 
give you an illustration how people of this type make their decisions in times like 
these, As to results of your inquiries we like to ask you to make your findings 
available to Dre Je Leon Hooper of the Foreign Board to whom I am writing by the 
same mail. 

If contr¢y to our expectations you still want to continue nego— 
tiations we are glad to have your comment on our decision and will give careful 
consideration to any other interpretation you may have to make.
